SOE BRIEF MISCELLANEOUS FACTS ABOUT F. D. 
By Hal Lumford, 'rustee for wW6CX 


1. Somewhere along the chain of events, 
our 1979 Field Day report did not get into 


QST although it wes assuredly meiled. 


2. Fifty-seven percent of our 1979 F.D. 
operators did not operete on our 1978 F.D. 
v. Power per rig was 10 watts (bettery) 
and our 1979 score was the highest of any 
W6CX F.D. score in our history. Also, 1975 
and 1978 were the only years in which we 
made more contacts (generetor & 200 watts). 
4. If our report hed not gone astray, 
we would have been listed on page 101 of 
the October QST as the highest scoring 
sixth district contestant that had 7 xmtrs. 
5. When we calculete our score in the 
prescribed manner, we find that, compared 
to the 1604 listed contestants, we are 
number 10 in the nation, with a score of 
12,545. Of the 86 listed battery operated 
contestants, we would be number 4. 

. 6 Ten percent of our contacts were on 
CN. If 45% of our 2135 contacts had been 
on CW or if the number of 1979 contacts had 
been like our 1978 contacts (2800), our 
score this year would have been the highest 
in the nation.
